QRPTTRF; QRP To The Rain Forest; February 13, 14 and 15th 


Our camping trip was fun and educational. We arrived Friday just 
at local solar noon at Ho'omaluhia Botanical Garden and Park on the 
windward side of Oahu Island, State of Hawaii, grid BL11. 


There was only two of us, but we both set up rigs and antennas. 

I had a new tent based on last year's field day experience. I packed 
the rig and accessories in an old Jensen tool case (like a fat 

brief case) and after unpacking, I used the case as a "table" for 

the rig. The tent was a dome version, only about 7 feet across with 
a hex base. It was comfortable to sit up in crosslegged. The rig 
went on one side, the other stuff on the other side, and the sleeping 
mat went down the center. The first night I did not sleep well because 
I had trouble figuring out how to fit! The box said "sleeps three", 
and I was thinking they must have some very tiny "three people" in 
mind, or one standard adult folded three times. 


But the second night a bit of rearranging and adapting, and a much 
smaller pillow and I was able to fit nicely and slept well. In all 
it was a great setup. The rig was always ready to go, protected from 


the elements and right next to the "bed". For one person and a rig 

it was a very nice setup. My camping buddy went for the tarp over 

the picnic table and sleeping tent setup. The tent station was better 
protected, nice since if it was not raining at night, there was a very 
heavy dew coming down almost like rain. 


When we arrived it was immediately obvious that the tent should 
go IN THE SHADE! A tree was selected to provide shade all day 
long and the door was faced to catch the trade winds. The ground 
appeared dry until one knelt on it and then you had wet knees. 

So a heavy duty ground cloth was required. Temps ranged from 

mid 80's to mid 60's at night. Humidity was high to extreme. 


The rig included an Alinco DX70t with the internal switch set to 
half power (5 and 50 watts output) run at 5 watts, a huge battery, 
an MFJ memory keyer/keyboard (493) unit, an MFI QRP portable 
tuner and a DSP 59+ signal processor. I loved using the keyboard 
to send CW since I had to switch between notebook and keyboard, 
the buffer would allow me to finish my transmission, put down 

the keyboard, pick up the notebook and be ready when the keyer 
got to the end of the buffer. The DSP unit was essential and 

was used constantly to make ESP level signals jump right out 

of the noise. I cannot say much for the Alinco's native filters. 


There was a large storm in the Pacific between us and California 
and static crashes were heavy on all bands tried, 80-15 meters. 
There was not much rain in our "rain forest" especially the second 
night. El Nino is shuttling OUR rain to California and we would 
like some of it back, things are getting too dry. 


I used two antennas. One I call the "Stake Stick". It is just 
a Radio Shack CB mounting afixed to one foot of 1/2 inch aluminum 
rod which is sharpened on one end for shoving into the ground. 
>From this fitting extend 16 radials each 10 feet long. I was 
anxious to test the theory that radials did not have to be 
longer than the antenna is tall, nor resonant. Into this 
screwed a standard Hustler whip and resonantor. This tuned up 
well on most bands, best on 30 meters. It was used to check 
into the Hawaii Afternoon 40 SSB net on Friday with good signal 
reports. I was not blowing any socks off, but was easy copy 
around the state. This was used for all contacts on 30,20 and 
15 meters and seemed to work quite well on 15 meters, the one 
band where I have the extra large version of the resonator. 


The second antenna was a modified SLV. I have the fantastic 

80 meter coil by Vern. I added a four foot length of PVC pipe 
with two runs of 1/4 inch copper braid from end to end in a 

two turn spiral to keep the braid tight up against the PVC pipe. 


This used a one foot diameter aluminum plate under it, the 

spike was drilled and tapped and fastened to the plate, the plate 
had three more tent stakes each drilled and tapped on the top 

and all connected with 1/4 inch copper braid. On top of each 

of the three tent stakes was a set of eight radials each 

25 feet long made from 24 gauge insulated wire (total of 24). 

A single woman's hair pin about six inches from the end of 

each radial, pushed down over it, kept the radials straight and 
well behaved on the ground. 


The antenna was about 25 feet tall and had a cute little circle 

of small diameter brass braising rod inserted in the tip to make 

a decorative "top hat". The coil was out of reach, some humbug 
here. But the entire unit was easy to lift off the base peg, fiddle 
the coil and then put back. But it did discourage band changing. 
Two eyebolts in the top of the PVC extention were used with four 
small plastic tent stakes and two miniature bungie cords to 

provide a stablizing harness. The SLV resisted what wind there 

was very easily set up like this. It tuned 40 meters with only 
about six turns of the big coil and was very broad banded. 


Compared to the stake stick, it would receive signals about two 
S units better. It was used for all 40 meter contacts except 
for the first Hawaii net checkin. When first set up it would 
not tune at ALL. I glared at it for a while and then noticed 
there was no wire from the ground connection to my fancy set 

of plates, metal stakes and radials! While making all those 
carefully crafted 1/4 inch braid connectors, I had forgotten 
this one. A small chunk of 12 gauge stranded wire was inserted 
and it began to tune very well. 


I heard lots of signals, especially on the magnum SLV. Friday and 
Saturday nights were CHAOS! RTTY, SSB, FAX, Slow Scan TV, Thunder 
Crashes, all on top of s9 white noise, solid from 7.000 to 7.100. 
But there were CW stations and I did get some answers. Seemed like 
the band was full of FISTS members. Fortunately, I had my number 
handy so I could answer the CQ FISTS calls that I heard. 


In all I ended up with 22 solid contacts in the notebook and many 
more that netted only ? in return or QRZ's. The SLV was working 
extremely well on receive and without the DSP unit 40 meters would 
have been one useless howl. 


Daytime 15 meters was good and a real relief after working the 
chaos that was 40 meters. I even made some SSB contacts. I 

also managed some contacts on 30 meters though it seemed to 

jump up for a while and then die. At night I kept the 30 meter 
resonator on the Hustler so I could switch back and forth between 


it and the SLV on 40. I was surprised that the 40 meter howl 
had not driven more people onto 30 meters. 


Random notes: 


The first aid kit must have over the counter drugs like Dristan 
and Tylenol or whatever your favorite flavors are. 


A separate tea kettle in which to boil water is well worth it. 
Folgers singles "coffee bags" are a great invention. 
The more you do this the better it gets.

Using a single-supply op-amp like the CA3140 it's very easy to make an 
11 M impedance add-on for an ordinary multimeter. Digital meters usually 
have an 11 M impedance anyway. The correct impedance is needed if you 
want reasonably accurate RF voltage measurements. Here's the circuit I 
use:

Greetings, 


Inspired by Al, KOFRP, and his modified ZM-2, I decided I wanted a 
similar setup with connectors in the rear, but thought I would deviate 
(I hesitate to say improve) on his mod by putting all the hardware in 
plastic case, with the metal cover acting as the bottom of the tuner. 


I mounted the BNC connectors and the balanced line pomona connectors 
on the rear (one long side), with the controls and LED in the front (the 
other long side). I also mounted an additional SPDT switch on the rear 
to select either the tuner or an internal dummy load (yet to be installed) 
for the attached transceiver. The LED and four switches live between the 
cap controls, with the LED in the upper left, tune/operate below it, the 
gnd link (I call it balanced/unbalanced) in the upper right, and the added 


Capacitance switch below it. 


Installation is a bit more tedious, since you have to work in a bucket, 
so to speak, to connect wires and components. I am pleased with the results, 
though - nice sharp tuning with the LED indicator and the box sits nicely 
on top of a Norcal 40A - it doesn't ride as nicely on an SST, but hey, what 
does?? I had the mounting screws that bottom out on C1 and C2, but by 
mounting 
them thru the plastic, there is no problem whatsoever - I didn't even need to 
countersink the holes as I anticipated (those screws looked a bit short). 


This tuner is much lighter and smaller than the MFJ-971 I was dragging 
around. Just need to remember to set it in the operate position after tuning. 


More info when I get some QSO's under it's belt and compare to my base 
tuner (T-T 227).

I know it is traditional for the RF probe to be a combination of probe and 
circuitry but I was wondering if this was a design by necessity. I was 
thinking of cutting a pair of test leads in half and building the circuitry 
device with a gosinta and a comesouta to which the leads would be attached 
or hardwired in. This would offer the advantage of having standard test 
probe ends on which things could be attached, like alligator clips and, 
well things. 

Otherwise I be looking at a nail, some dowel and a 5in. section of 1/2 inch 
copper tubing and lots 'o black tape.

problem. The 5.185 MHz xtls that are supplied with the kit 

do not always sustain oscillation. I discovered after setting 
up the rig that it would not transmit. This was after I had 
gone through alignment and it seemed to be working. 


Now the oscillator in the transmit section will not run. 
It is a crystal problem as I pulled the rock and used a test 
fixture that I use for testing crystals and get the same problem. 


Problem: When the oscillator is first powered up (monitoring 

output on a scope) it starts to oscillate for a fraction of a 

second and then fails to sustain oscillation. Not 100% of the time however. 
The test fixture is a 7400 oscillator circuit and has been 

very reliable for other crystals that I use. 

I went down to the local surplus outlet and found some 

5.185 MHz crystals and found that they exibit the same problem. 

Now keep in mind that the oscillator in the rig is the internal oscillator 
section of a NE602 which in several other 

projects has been reliable. 

So, The interesting thing is as power is cycled off and the 

power is dropping from the caps in the input discharging the 

crystal will begin to oscillate for the brief time that the 

power is still available from the ps caps. 

To make this worse this is not 100% true it is a hit or miss 

situation. 

Now final question how can I supply power so I can get these 

crystals to reliably start?

There has been a recent discussion on building RF probes. I have built 
several and have consistently destroyed the 1N34 diodes. I have finally 
resorted to using a 1N4007 rectifier diode, which has structure similar to a 
PIN diode, and it seems to work fine. I simply add .5 volt to the reading to 
compensate for the silicon junction. I would be interested in hearing 
comments about this. 


Also, if you want to make sure you get reasonable accuracy, measure the input 
impedance of your DVM. It's very easy to do. Get a 1 megohm to 10 megohm 
resistor. Measure the voltage from your power supply and write it down. 
Connect the resistor in series between the power supply and your DVM and 
measure the voltage. It will be lower. Using ohms law you can now solve for 
the "resistance" of the meter as you know the series resistor value and the 
two voltages. Once you have the meter value, you can calculate the series 
resistor that will provide a .707 voltage reading.

I thought it would be a handy tool to have. Spent some time calling 
around and found one about 20 Miles away. The XYL was headed that way 
and picked it up for me. 


I made up a BNC-RG174 cable for it and attached an insulated wire to the 
end. If I coil this around my center wire of my dummy load and 
transmit, the counter reads the exact frequency. Matches the KC2 and my 
Kenwood freq counter exactly. 


With it connected to nothing, and no transmitted signal, it reads ~50MHz 
in the <50 position and ~175 in the >50 position. It has done this in 
three different houses in two different cities. My Kenwood freq counter 
reads zero under the same circumstance. Is there some explanation for 
this?

Mark, for me the choice would be easy. Six meters! Here you have an 
opportunity to work the world with a few watts much as can on ten meters 
during the better years of the sunspot cycle. During April-August and in 
December-January, you get a good shot at a lot of sporadi E propagation 
as well. When the band is open you will get out almost as well as the 
guy down the street with 100 watts. 


Two meters is also a lot of fun but unless you have a really good 
antenna (large beam up high) you will be limited in what you can work 
with low power. Occasionally you will experience some tropospheric 
propagation which will give you some shots at dx but otherwise you will 
need more than qrp to work some of the other modes such as meteor 
scatter, moonbounce, scatter, etc. 


Some good news. You will find cw on both bands. Cross band contacts are 
not at all uncommon on 6 meters and here in the midwest it is not 
uncommon to hear some cw at least a couple of times a week. Frequenty 
you will hear it during contests. 


I use an MFJ 9406 (eight watts?) and an R-5 vertical on six meters. I 
run 170 watts using a TS-940S/DEM transverter to an Eggbeater on two 
meters. I have numerous qso's on meteor scatter at distances of more 
than 1000 miles. 


Either way you will have fun but with qrp I think you stand to have more 
fun, more often on six.

I disagree. Most of the stations that one hears on rtty during a rtty 
contest or chasing dx on rtty do operate and enjoy CW. The fact that you 
hear them occasionally operating rtty says nothing about whether they 
like or dislike cw. In fact, you are more likely to find more cw 
operators among those operating rtty than among those operating SSB. 


As far as the calling frequency is concerned, part of the problem could 
be the digital displays on our transcievers. It seems every transceiver 
will show a different frequency on the display when tuned to the same 
frequency. Some show the mark frequency, some show the space, others 
show the midway point between them. To add to the confusion, your 
display will be several khz different on the same rig if you switch from 
using FSK to using AFSK on LSB position. So what am I saying?? Well I 
guess what I am saying is that it is not clear to me that a station 
operating on 7040 would necessarily know that that is where he is 
operating. He should but ....

If you write the letters I think you would do better to: 


1) Remind the rtty ops that there are weak cw signals also operating in 
the RTTy dx window and ask that they check the frequency for cw as well 
as rtty before calling cq. 


2) Ask them to consider NOT answering other US stations when operating 
in the dx window. keep the window for intercontinetal qsos. I will post 
this suggestion to the rtty reflector. 


3) Ask them to avoid 7040 specifically. (BUT DONT EXPECT THEM TO GIVE 
YOU 2 OR 3 KHZ EITHER SIDE OF 7040) 


If you preach to them or curse them or tell them they are inconsiderate 
operators because they are not following your band plan, that will 
create more problems. They have received hate mail in the past from some 
qrpers and this has been counter-productive.

We call them "Multi-Aperture Cores." 

When a conductor is passed through one hole, and then back through the 
other, it is considered one "turn." Using this method it is possible to get 
a one turn, center tapped coil. (not possible on a toroid.)

DeMaw used to use six toroids to form one of these, two sets of three 
placed side by side. The single-form unit is much easier to use, and was 
designed for this purpose.
